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Parkway Vista 
Approved With 
Tentative Map 

PLACENTIA - The first single¬ 
family residential tract to feature 
a parkway vista treatment on a 
major arterial highway was ap¬ 
proved by the City Council at its 
last regular meeting. 

The tract, located along the east 
side of Kraemer Boulevard south 
of Madison Avenue, contains 52 
lots on 14.1 acres. The parkway 
vista is a 20 foot wide landscaped 
strip along the street to provide 
relief from the vista of block walls 
now placed along major streets.

“A” rating, considered 
good” by district officials. 

Breakdown on the bond sale was 
$745,000 at 5.5 per cent, $145,000 at 
5 per cent, $490,000 at 4.5 per cent 
and the remaining $2.14 million at 
4.75 per cent. 

The bonds are the fourth series 
to be sold following the 1970 elec¬ 
tion authorizing such sales. An 
additional $6,705,000 in bonds re¬ 
main to be sold. Money from bond 
sales is used for district building 
programs, Dr. Mullender said. 

Two schools currently are under 
construction in the Placentia 
Unified School District: an addi¬ 
tion to Golden Elementary and the 
new Esperanza High School, both 
of which are scheduled to open 
next school year. 

Overall district growth has in¬ 
creased by almost 550 students 
since the opening of school in 
September. 


PLACENTIA - The City Council 
has approved in principal the revi¬ 
sion of the capital improvement 
element of the General Plan but 
sent the plan back to the Planning 
Commission for a report on 
several changes as required by 
state law. 

The element programs all 
capital improvements, buildings, 
streets, sewers, and storm drains, 
for the next 15 years and spells out 
costs and available financing. 

There are several funds from 
which financing for the im¬ 
provements will come, including 
utility tax, recreation and park 
fund, gas tax fund, sewer acreage 
fees and storm drain acreage fees. 
In addition the county provides 
matching funds on major street 
improvements. 

Major public improvements to 
be financed from the utility tax 
fund include the civic center com¬ 
plex in 1972-1974 at a cost of $1,885,- 
200, the Melrose fire station in 

1972- 73 at a cost of $86,500, Chap¬ 
man fire station in 1974-75 at a cost 
of $183,000, the Atwood fire station 
in 1975-76 at a cost of $101,500 and 
the corporation yard in 1975-76 at a 
cost of $270,000. 

Major projects scheduled for 

1973- 74 from the recreation and 
parks fund are community 
buildings in Atwood and La Jolla. 
Many other smaller projects are 
scheduled. 

Street projects include Chapman 
Avenue widening from Murray to 
Bradford in 1973-75, construction 
of Golden west to Placentia in 


1974-75, reconstruction of Richfield 
Road in 1975-76, widening of Brad¬ 
ford from Yorba Linda Boulevard 
to Chapman Avenue in 1976-78, 
widening of Van Buren and con¬ 
struction of Jefferson in 1978-79 
and widening of Crowther in 1979- 
80. 

Construction of a major storm 
drain in Valencia Avenue and 
Palm Drive is set for 1974-75. 

City Council will give final ap¬ 
proval to the plan when the Plan¬ 
ning Commission report is com¬ 
pleted.

Area Counties Rank 
In Vehicle Registration 


A county-by-county listing 
of off-highway motor 
vehicles identified since the 
new OHV registration law 
took effect last July reveals 
six southern California coun¬ 
ties among the first ten in 
numbers of such vehicles 
registered. 

Of the 41,071 five-month 
total for which computer 
programming had been com¬ 
pleted by November 30, 
there were 36,153 in the 
motorcycle category and 4,- 
489 classified as four-wheel 
vehicles. They represented 
88% and 11% respectively, 
with miscellaneous types 
comprising the remainder. 

The first 10 counties in the 
registration totals are: Los 
Angeles, 13,897; San Diego, 
5,836; Orange, 5,266; San 
Bernardino, 1,627; 
Sacramento, 1,510; Santa 
Clara, 1,480; Alameda, 1,- 
222; Kern, 1,084; Ventura, 
952, and Riverside, 926. 


Director of Motor 
Vehicles Robert Cozens 
noted that the total is less 
than 5% of the estimated one 
million mini-bikes, trail 
bikes, motorcycles, dune 
buggies, snowmobiles and 
all-terrain vehicles using 
public lands in California. 
He emphasized that by now, 
with only minor exceptions, 
all of these should have been 
“identified” with the special 
sticker plate issued by DMV. 

This requirement now is 
Division 16.5 of the Vehicle 
Code. It originated as the 
Chappie-Z’berg Off-Highway 
Motor Vehicle Law of 1971. 

Overall, the registrations 
have brought in $230,973 for 
the Department of Parks 
and Recreation’s special 
fund for off-highway vehicle 
recreation facilities. Up to 
one-half of this will be 
available for local grants on 
a 75%-25% state-local 
matching basis.

A problem with sinking 
land and an environmental 
impact report will delay the 
completion of Esperanza 
High School at least another 
57 days, with completion 
now set for sometime in 
December.

City Police Concerned 


About Drinking Drivers 


The Placentia Police 
Department is planning on 
stepped-up enforcement 
during the holidays. One of 
the department’s primary 
concerns is the drinking 
driver. 

A department spokesman 
noted that "The drinking and 
driving problem is one of the 
major factors contributing 
to motor vehicle accidents.” 
This fact is borne out by 
many studies of fatal ac¬ 
cidents. In a number of 
states, special studies have 
shown that as many as half 
of the drivers involved in 
fatal accidents had been 
drinking. 


A special holiday study by 
the National Safety Council 
showed that 55 percent of a 
Christmas season’s fatal 
traffic accidents involved a 
drinking driver. 

Chief of Police Norm 
Traub points to the rise of 
the drinking driver so far 
this year in the city of 
Placentia (48 arrests have 
occured for driving while 
under the influence of 
alcohol, as compared to 31 
last year). Chief Traub 
further stated that the City’s 
patrol officers will be alert 
for drinking drivers in the 
hope of preventing a tragic 
accident from marring the 
holidays.
